FTTLL  PRODUCTION  AIM  OF  1945  F..RM  GO.JLS 
Final  agricultural  production  goals  for  1945  have  been  announced  by  the 
War  Food  Administrator  at  levels  which  call  for  another  yoar  of  full  nrod  -cticn 
from  the  Nation's  farms  and  another  yoar  of    "doing  more  with  less    by  its  farm 
folks. 

The  goals  are  such  as  to  require  the  maximum  in  effort  and  ingenuity  from 
the  Nation's  farmers  and  ranchers,  but  are  definitely  within  the  realm  cf  attain 
ment  tiirough  close  cooperation  since  they  v;erc  established  from  the  sum  of  the 
goals  set  by  farm  leaders  and  officials  in  each  state  on  the  basis  of  national 
requirements  and  each  state's  capacity  to  produce* 

V&jor  developments  since  state  leaders  established  goals  are  increases  in 
requirements  for  eggs  and  vegetables  for  processing?     ™he  goals  seek  large 
increases  over  1944  planted  acreages  in  flaxsood,  sugar  boots,  and  cover  crop 
seeds.    Moderate  increases  are  asked  for  dry  beans,  potatoes,  and  tobacco,  while 
goals  for  soybeans  and  legume  hay  seeds  are  far  above  normal*    ^oal  levels  arc 
higher  for  milk  production,  spring  pigs,  and  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves* 
Chickens  to  be  raised  arc  at  about  the  1944  level.

The  record  bock  shov/s  that  farmers  are  off  to  a  "running  start"  in  1945 
tov.ard  meeting  the  milk  and  c<r.g  goals  with  u.  S.  production  of  eggs  at  record 
levels  in  1044  and  milk  production  nearly  equal  to  the  1942  record.     The  Nation1 
biddies  cackled  out  6%  more  production  reports  in  1944  than  their  privious  1943 
record— 51/o  more  t/an  the  10-yoar  coverage.     December  egg  output  was  the  largest 
on  record,  4$  above  December  1943.    Output  cf  milk  was  particularly  heavy  in  the 
late  months  of  1944,  with  December  surpassing  December  of  1943  by  5e/U

Farmers  may  deduct  thjir  costs  end  expenses  in  carrying  out  scil  conserv- 
ation   practices  under  last  year's  AAA  program  from  their  1944  income  tax,  accord*! 
ing  to  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,    Any  assistance  received  from  the  program 
must  be  accounted  for  as  income. 

Concerning  farmers  who  received  materials  instead  of  cash  payment,  the  Bureau 

of  Internal  Revenue  ruled:    "  The  farmer  should  show  the  value  of  the 

materials  on  his  schedule  of  farm  income  and  expenses  under  'Agricultural 
program  payments'  or  under  'Other  income'  with  an  appropriate  explanation,  and 
take  as  a    deduction  under  the  appropriate  heading  under  farm  expenses  the  amount 
thereof  which  constitutes  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses."    Farmers  were  re- 
quired to  make  their  final  declaration  on  their  1944  estimated  income  January 
15,  but  will  have  until  M-rch  15  to  file  their  return.

Relatively  large  feed  sup-lies  and  reduced  livestock  numbers  make  it 
appear  that  most  livestock-feed  ratios,  vdth  the  possible  exception  of  the  egg 
feed  ratio,  ray  be  more  favorable  for  producers  during  the  first  half  of  this 
year  than  a  veer  earlier,  according  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Supplies  of  feed  grains  and  proteins  appear  ample  for  all  domestic  require- 
ments in  contrast  to  the  r>inched  situation  experienced  a  year  ago.     Stocks  of 
feed  grains  and  wheat  on  farms  on  January  1  this  year  were  larger  than  on  that 
date  for  any  other  year  exceet  1943.    In  proportion  to  the  units  of  livestock 
and  poultry  to  be  fed,  farm  stocks  of  feed  grains  probably  wero  larger  f  an  in 
any  January  since  1921/

Florentine  Jiron  and  Jog  C,  Romero  of  Aragon  believe  they've  licked  the 
erosion  problem  on  two  of  their  fields  that  were  being  badly  damaged  by  blowing. 
They  planted  crested  wheatgrass  last  summer  after  a  heavy  spring  blow.  Pall 
rains  produced  a  good  stand,  and  the  fields  wi  11  have  excellent  cover  when  the 
Windy  season  comes  again.     The  new  crop  was  planted  in  cooperation  with  the 
San  Trcincisco  ^oil  Conservation  District,  of  which  Mr*  Jiron  is  a  supervisor.

Timber  production  from  national  forests  in  1S44  totaled  3,  300,000,000 
board  feet,  the  largest  cut  on  record  since  the  founding  of  the  Forest  Service 
40  years  ago.     The  timber,    which  was  valued  at  :JJl4,300,000,  supplied 
approximately  ten  per  cent  nf  all  lumber  cut  in  the  United  States* 

To  the  state  and  nrtioual  lumber  pile  New  Hexico's  seven  national  forests 
contributed  41,673,000  board  feet  —  valued  at  0140,282  in  the  woods*    New  I'exioo 
contains  an  estiirated  6,  097,000  acres  of  sawtifflber  land,  with  4,013,000  acrss 
regarded  as  c.vailable  and  accessible  for  logging*    Privately  owned  sawtimbcr  land 
in  the  state  amounts  to  1,453,000  acres  or  24  per  cent  of  the  total  timber  acreage 

Grazing  receipts  amounted  to  ^290, 489  as  New  Mexico's  national  forests 
furnished  pasturage  for  ICO, 903  cattle  and  149,496  sheep  and  goats  in  1944*
